n an effort to address key issues that contribut-
ed to the March events, REA Prishtina, a local

NGO, organized a roundtable discussion on Youth
and Unemployment. The roundtable solicited input
from institutions and organizations that have been
dealing with the topic, and it aimed at building an
understanding among decision-making bodies on
the issue as well as develop concrete recommen-
dations on dealing with it. 

“Our goal is to develop a healthy and a fruitful way, 
for a substantial consensus among Kosovo Government, United Nations Mission in Kosovo
and civil society in order to prevent another violent event taking place in Kosovo", said Ahmet
Jetullahu, Director of REA Prishtina in his welcome speech. This roundtable followed the one
on Local Economic Development organized by REA Prishtina earlier, and supported by USAID
through Kosovo NGO Advocacy Project (KNAP).

n January 05, wood processors from all over Kosovo met in Pristina to form an associa-
tion that will improve conditions and methods in wood processing, as well as to advance

employment opportunities in the industry.  The Kosovo Wood Processors Association (KWPA)
will assist its members to produce higher quality wood products and improve forestry manage-
ment in Kosovo.  KWPA has a permanent board that will develop and work on an action plan
for 2005, which will include techniques to increase competitiveness, and to improve quality
control systems and market chain linkages (the connections between lumber producers and
manufacturers of finished furniture, windows, doors, cabinets and other wood products).
Association members believe that these actions will result in increased employment in the
Kosovo wood-processing sector.  The event was organized with support from USAID's Kosovo
Cluster and Business Support project implemented through Chemonics International.

LLEGALEGAL CCLINICLINIC FORFOR LLAAWW SSTUDENTSTUDENTS EESTSTABLISHEDABLISHED

Memorandum of Understanding establishing a Legal Clinic at the Faculty of Law of
University of Prishtina was signed on December 16. The Legal Clinic is a result of the

efforts of the Faculty of Law to provide practical skills for law students in the field of law, an ini-
tiative supported by USAID through American Bar Association/Central and Eastern Eurasia
Law Initiative (ABA/CEELI). 

The initiative aims to augment the curriculum of the Pristina Faculty of Law, which has tradi-
tionally focused on legal theory, rather than practical legal skills. The project involves students
in their last year of studies, and will include work in the offices of private lawyers and prose-
cutors, in addition to courtrooms.  The students will be expected to learn practical aspects of
civil law and criminal law to better prepare for practicing law in their communities. The Kosovo
Chamber of Advocates, Kosovo Judges Association, Kosovo Supreme Court, Kosovo
Municipal and District Court,  and the Public Prosecutor's Office will provide a panel of quali-
fied members from which the Clinic Coordinator will select interested and enthusiastic lawyers,
judges and prosecutors to help supervise individual student casework.
